Owner Is Made Liable For Dam- 
ages Done By His Mi- 
chine. 



AMENDMENT AS TO SPEED. 



The Licensed Chauffeurs And 
The Board Of Exam- 
iners. 



Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 5.— A new 
automobile 1 a w, making drastic 
changes in the method of collecting 
the motor vehicle license tax and 
putting in force regulations as string- 
ent as those proposed in the bill in- 
troduced in 1912 by Senator New- 
comb, of Louisville, will be introduced 
in the General Assembly on the first 
bill day, it is said. 

One of the features is a section 
making the owner of an automobile 
liable for damage caused by the ma- 
chine, regardless of who is operating 
it, and placing on him the burden of 
proof in a damage case to show that 
he was not violating the law. As a 
complement to this section is anoth- 
er making it a felony to take out a 
machine without the permission of 
the owner. 

No one, excepting the owner of an 
automobile, would be allowed to op- 
erate one without a chauffeur's li- 
cense, and the bill creates a board 
of examiners composed of three men. 
one of them to be the commissioner 
of motor vehicles and one of them to 
be appointed by the Governor and 
the other to be appointed by the At- 
torney General. 

The commissioner will succeed the 
automobile clerk in the office of the 
Secretary of State, but will be ap- 
pointed by the latter official and be 
assigned a clerk and stenographer. 

The speed limit for motor vehicles 
will not be changed, save in respect 
to the distance for which the speed 
must be maintained in order to 
amount to a violation of the law. The 
present law specifies an eighth of a 
mile; but the new bill has no such 
modification. Civil officerscomplain 
that this eighth of a mile provision 
is a loophole in the present law, and 
another weak point in the enforce- 
ment of the regulation is stregthen- 
ed by making imprisonment as well 
as a fine the punishment for break- 
ing the speed limit. 

Secretary Ramsey, of the Louis- 
ville Automobile Club, took back with 
him to Louisville a draft of the 
measure, which was prepared by 
Assistant Attorney General M. M. 
Logan.

Indeed the new year starts well 
and we have many reasons to be 
happy and thankful, and I move, Mr. 
Chairman, that when we jret ready 
to retire this night we all humbly 
bow and thank the God of us all for 
the fact that the New Era has at last 
discovered that there is really an 
"H. B. M. A. ' in the beantiful city 
of hopkinsville.

One of 
the recent candidates for council- 
man told me that he actually had the 
courage to announce publicly that if 
he should be elected he would favor 
municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties and that just as soon as he made 
this announcement the "Boss" called 
him on the "carpet" and "razzle 
dazzled" him to beat the band, for 
daring to make such a statement 
without consulting the Boss. Think 
of it! How could such a thing occur 
right here in Hopkinsville? You 
would hardly believe it, would you?

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INTERURBAN LINE 



Between Madisonville And 
Nortonville Probably Will 
Be Hilt This Year. 



The Madisonville and Nortonville 
Light, Power andTraction Company, 
which has been incorporated under 
the laws of Delaware, will in all 
probility build the interurban line 
from this city to Nortonville. Sur- 
veyors are now in the field and dif- 
ferent lines are being surveyed for 
the line. The company proposed to 
buy the municipakjelectric light plant 
of this city but it was not for sale. 
It seems that company is determin- 
ed to build the line, and it has pro- 
posed to the city to offer for sale a 
franchise which will permit of the 
selling of electricity for "power, 
heating and manufacturing purpos- 
es," which is to be drawn up and 
sold at an early date. 

If the franchise is granted by the 
city the actual work will be begun in 
a short time, and if this line is built 
it will run through Earlmgton, Mor- 
tm'sGap, and Bernsley to Norton- 
ville, a distance of twelve miles. 
Nortonville is at the intersection of 
the L. & N. and the L C. railroads 
and would be a great benefit to the 
towns along the route and wou d en- 
able traffic to have a great outlet 
from this city.

The 
poller believed thnt the painting of 
Appeles would never fade and he 
.iiLd It "The Amaranthine Vase." 
For several months the potter ex- 
ult) d Ms vase In hla shop. One day 
great noble came to the potter and 
i.'ered a «um ihnt meant wealth -nd 
ipplnesa for all his daya. The vase 
>tas sold. 

In the year 14'i B. C, the Roman 
Consul Mummlus, nt the head of bla 
ligtona, entered Corinth. After put- 
ting the men to death and Belling the 
women and children Into alavery he 
plundered the city of Ita precious 
ireasures— among them the vase. For 
many years thia gem of the potter's 
art remained In Rome and was shown 
In the palaces of successive emperors. 

Finally the vase fell into the hands 
or the family of the Medici and after 
several centuries wan removed to 
Paris, where It took It.- place among 
the treasures of the l ouvre. In the 
reign of Louis XIV. It waa stolen from 
the palace and sold to an ignorant 
dealer in bric-a-brac. Bought by an 
Kngllsh nobleman it crossed the chan- 
nel and proved the delight of several 
generations of ceramic hunters. 

Oeorge Chalmers was a struggling 
young artist. Ills struggle was not 
only for home and to gain the young 
girl ho loved as his wife, but for the 
bare necessities of life.

1 
also put through the Tennessee Leg- 
islate, a Commission Form of Gov- 
ernment enabling act, whereby any 
town in Tennessee can, without 
further legislative enactments, sur- 
render its charter and incorporate 
under Commission Form of Govern- 
ment. 

I will leave Nashville for Hopkins- 
ville on the Dixie Flyer at 6 p. m. on 
the 6th.

There wss a rail meeting of the 
Harrodshurg Commercial Club Toes 
day afternoon to consider the ques- 
tlm of a Cimnriission Form of 
Government for cities of the Fourth 
Class. Hon. W. W. Stephersm, 
the Secretary, was called upon to 
state the object of the meeting, 
which he did. There was a large 
attendance of members of the Club, 
and a motion wss unanimously pass- 
ed that a committee be sppointed 
by the presiding officer, Dr. W. P 
Harvey, to draft a bill providing 
for a Commission Form of Govern- 
ment for cities of the Fourth Class, 
and that this bill be placed in the 
hand of our Senator and Represen- 
tative for passage at the next session 
of the legislature. The motion was 
csrried and the chair appointed Hon. 
W. W. Stephenson, Col. E. H 
Gaitber and Hon. Meriwether Smith 
to draft the bill. It was moved and 
car led that our representative, 
Hon. Meriwether Smith, and State 
Senator, Hon. G. G. Speer. have 
special charge of the bill, and de- 
termine whether it is best to intro- 
duce it in both Houses or in one and 
the course of procedure. It was 
then moved that it Is the sense of 
this meeting that cities of the Fourth 
Class should have a Commission 
Form of Government, and that the 
leRfclature should enact a bill pro- 
viding for the same subject to a 
vote adopting its provisions by the 
legal voters of each of the Fourth 
Class cities. This motion was en- 
thusiastically and unanimously adop- 
ted by a rising vote. It was also 
moved and carried that concerted 
efforts be made to enlist the co- 
operation of otbir cities of the 
fourth class in Kentucky. Mr. John 
G. Pulliam, who has recently been 
elected Mayor of Harrodsburg, with- 
out opposition, was one of the most 
enthusiastic in advocating and push- 
ing this reform movement, and was 
asked to use his influence with other 
cities. This is one of the most im- 
portant, if not the most important 
question, which has come before our 
citizens in many years. The Com- 
mission Form of Government has 
been a great success whether it has 
been tried. It takes the power from 
ring politicans, if such there be, and 
places it in the hands of the people 
It places the responsibility for legis- 
lation and the conduct of the affairs 
of the city in the Commissioners, 
limited number, and provides for an 
appeal from their action to the 
people, if thty should go wrong.
